Exult- 
ation and anger were features of all ensuing 
discussions over the ‘‘ Flaunting Lie,” and the 
two verses wherein those words occur are given 
to exhibit the scorching feelings that must have 
then actuated the writer : 


** All hail the flaunting lie! 
The stars grow pale and dim— 
The stripes are bloody sca 
A lie, the flaunting hymn! 
It shields a pirate’s deck, 
It binds a man in chains, 
And round the captive’s neck 
Its folds are bloody stains. 


** Tear down the flaunting lie! 
Half-mast the starry flag ! 
Insult no sunny sky 
With that polluted rag ! 
Destroy it, ye who can! 
Deep sink it in the waves ! 
It bears a fellow-man 
To groan with fellow-slaves ! ”
